that is to fay, of thofe employed in the executive Parto 7 


our Government, to haye fuch an Influence over moft of 
the Elections in the Kingdom, as to get any perfon che 
fen they pleafe to recommend, they will then always have 
a Majority of their own Creatures in every Houle o 
Commons, and from fuch Reprefentatives what can th 
People expect? Can it be expected, that fuch a Houle o 


Commons will ever be any Check upon thofe in Power, : 
or that they will find Fault with the Conduct of tk 


moft rapacious, the moft tyrannical Minifters, that mo 
hereafter be employed by the Crown. 

‘ It is well known, Sir, that every one of the publick 
Offices have already fo many Boroughs or Corporations 
which they look on as their Properties ; there are fom 
Boroughs, which may be called Treafury Boroughs;

© Thefe, Sir, muft be the fatal Confequences of the Scheme 
now under our Confideration ; and therefore I muft think 
that every Man who has a Regard to the Conftitution 
of his Country, or to the Liberties and Properties of thofe 
that have put their Truft in him, is in Duty bound to 
give his Negative to the prefent Queftion. 
* Gentlemen may indulge themfelves in the vain Con- 
ceit, that by this Scheme, al) Manner of Frauds in the 
'obacco-T rade will be prevented for the future, but the 
Thing is in its own Nature impofhible ; when the Duties 
are fo high, where they amount to five or fix Times 
the prime Coft of the Commodity on which they are 
laid, it will be impoffible to prevent al] Manner of Frauds, 
and therefore the Increafe of the publick Revenue by this 
Scheme is far from being certain, that it is altogether 
precarious ; and unlefs the publick Revenue ts thereby 
greatly increafed, the Land-holders can expect no Relief: 
But granting, Sir, that the Benefits expected by this 
Scheme were certain, it is as certain, it is demonftrable, 
that our Conftitution will be thereby deftroyed ; and are 
we, Sir, to make a Sacrifice of our Conftitution, for the 
poor Confideration of adding four or five hundred thoufand 
Pounds a Year to the publick Revenue? That Increafe, 
SIT, may foon be diffipated by an Adminiftration, under

no Fears of being called to an Account by Parliament, 
and. then they will be obliged to come upon the Land. 
holders for Money to anfwer the neceflary Services of 
* the Publick.. There never was in any Country a Scheme 
fet yp for introducing arbitrary Power, but what was 
fupported. by fome fpecious Pretences: ‘The preventing of 
sa Infurreétions, Invafions, Frauds, or the like, fave 
in all Countries been made the Pretences for introducing 
arbitrary Power ; ; but in fuch an Affembly as this, where 


© the Principles of Liberty fo much prevail, where there 
‘ are fo many Men of good Senfe and Penetration, T hope 
¢ 


no fuch Pretence will ever be of any Weight. Tome 
it appears ipcifputable, that this Scheme is abfolutely in- 
confiftent with a free Election of Members of Parliament, 
and_ of Confequence it muft be inconfiftent with our Con- 
ftitution ; therefore tho’ thé Advantages to be reaped there- 
from were much creater, and much more certain than they 
are, I fhould be moft heartily againft it, and for that 
Reafon I muft give my Negative to the prefent Que-

After this the Queftion was feverally put upon the two 
next Refolutions; which were agreed, to without any Divi- 


dns and the lak Refolution being read-a fecond Time, Mr. 


Chancellor of the Exchequer acquainted the Houfe, ¢ That 
‘his Majefty had commanded ‘him to acquaint that Houfe, 
‘that his Majefty gave his Confent, that.the Houfe might 
‘ do ‘as thev fhould think fit, in-relation to the faid Fines, 
‘ Penalties, Forfeitures and Seizures’; whereupon the Que- 
ftion was put, and it likewife was agreed ito without.any 
Divifion. 

Then it was ordered, that a Bill fhould 
be! brourht in opurfuant to the faid»Refo-. Sill ordered. 
lutions, and that Sir: Charles Turner, Mr. 
Chancellor of the Exchéquer, Mr. Attorney. General, Mr. 
Solicitor General, Mr. Doddington, Mr. Clayton, Sir William 
Younge, Sir Ceorpe ‘Oxendon, Mr. Scrope, and Mr. Edward 
Walpole, thould prepare and bring in the fame. 

This famous. Bill was accordingly 
brought in’ the ath Day of April, Bill brought’ in 
ri was read the firit time,. after which Mr. Chancellor of 

he Excheuer, ‘by his Majefty’s Command, acquainted the 
Hout, that his Majeéfty confented to their making fuch 
Alterations, as they fhould think fit! for the publick Service, 
in relation to the Subfidy on Tobacco then payable on ac- 
count of his Majefty’s Civil Lift. \ It was next objected, that 
fome Parts of the faid Bill were not within’ the i ekvhatiein 
of the Houfe, purfuant to;which the faid Bill had been or- 
dered to be brought ‘ins and therefore ‘moved that the Bill 
fhould "be withdrawn, which pafled in the Negative, 232 
inaintt 176: Then a Motion was made for adjourning, 
which likewife pafféd’in the. Negative; at Jaft it was refol- 
ved that the Bill thould be read afecond Time, and or- 
ected, that it fhould»be read a fecond time on that Day 

“'nnight, 236 againftizoo, Next Day, after the bringing 


1 of this Bill, a Motion’ was made for the Printing of 
fuch 
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fuch a Number of Copies as fhould be fufficient for the Ufe of 
the Members of the Houfe; but upon the Queftion’s being 
put, it was carricd in the Negative 128 againft 112, 

As this Bill very much concerned 
the Trade and Commerce of this 
Nation, the Lord Mayor of the 
City of London procured a Copy 
of it foon after it was brought into the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and having laid it before the Common Council, it 
was there refolved to petition the Houfe againft it, and a 
Petition being then immediately drawn up and agreed to, 


the fame was prefented to the Houfe of Commons on the 
tenth Day of April, 


London Petition 
againft it, 


The prefenting of this Petition 
brought the Excife Scheme again up 
on the Carpet in that Hon. Houfe. 
The City of London has always enjoyed this Privilege, that 
any Petition from them is prefented to the Houfe by their 
Sheriffs, and is brought up by the Clerk of the Houfe, and 
read at the Table, without asking the Leave of the Houfe 
for that Purpofe; whereas all other Petitions muft be pit- 
fented by a Member of the Houfe, and cannot be by him 
brought up, or read at the Table by the Clerk, till Leave 
be firft asked of and granted by the Houfe. Accordingly 
this Petition was brought up and read at the Table, and 
as foon as it was read, Sir ‘f--2 B--d got up, and ina Speech 
full of that Strength of Reafon, and Perfpicuity of Expreflion, 
which he is fo much Mafter of, he fhewed how much the 
City and Citizens of London, as well as all the other T1- 
ding Part of the Nation, were to be affeéted by the Bill for 
altering the Method of raifing the Duties payable upon To- 
bacco, and how juft Reafons they had to infift upon being 
heard by their Counfel againft it, and concluded with a Mo- 
tion for granting them Leave to be heard by their Counfel 1! 
they thought fit. 

In Oppofition to this Motion, it was infifted on, that it 
had always been the Praétice of that Houfe, never to It 
ceive any Petitions, and much lefs to admit Counfel to be 
heard againft any Bill for impofing of Taxes upon the Sub- 
yet; for thar if any fuch Thing were to be admitted of, 
it would be impoffible ever to pafs any fuch Bill, becaule 
that there would be fo many different Petitions prefented 
againft it by thofe who were to be fubject thereto, that it 
would be impoffible to hear Counfel feparately upon eh 
uc 


Debate thereon. 
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fach Petition within the ufual Time of the Continuance 
of one Seflion of Parliament: And that in refufing to admit 
Counfel to be heard, there could be no Inconvenience, be 
caufe every Man, and every body of Men had their Repre- 
fentatives in that Houfe, who certainly would reprefent their 
Cafe to the Houfe, if any particular Hardfhip was to be 
put upon them by any Bill then before the Houfe. 

To this it was replied, that the Houfe had never pretended 
to any general Cuftom of refufing Petitions, except againft 
thofe Bills which were called Money Bills, that was to fay, 
fuch Bills as were brought in for raifing Money for the cur- 
rent Service of the Year ; and that even as to them, there 
were many Precedents where the Houfe admitted the Parties 
whom they thought to have a real Intereft therein, to be heard 
by their Counfel againft the paffing of fuch Bills: That the 
admitting of Counfel even in fuch Cafes, could never prevent 
the pafling of fuch Bills, becaufe the Houfe could always or- 
der all Parties petitioning to be heard at the Time, and could 
give fuch Directions that it would never take up many Days 
to hear every thing that could be objected by every one of the 
Parties petitioning: That tho’ every Part of the Nation had 
their Reprefentatives in that Houfe, yet it was well known, 
that {peaking in Publick was a Talent that every Man was not 
endowed with, from whence it might happen, that the parti- 
cular Perfons or Part of the Nation, which was then to be 
aggrieved by what was paffing in the Houfe, might not have 
any fuch Members as were proper to lay their Cafe fully and 
clearly before the Houfe ; andthat therefore, even as to Mo- 
ney Bills, it was proper to admit Parties to be heard againtt 
them, when it appeared that they were very particularly inte- 
relted therein. 

But as to the Cafe then before them, there was not the leaft 
Pretence for refufing the Defire of the Petition, becaufe the 
Bill againft which it was prefented, was no Money Bill ; it 
was granted by the Advocates for the Bill; it was even infift- 
ed on as the greateft Argument for it, that there was no new 
Duties to be impofed ; it was a Bill only for altering the Me- 
thod of collecting the Taxes already impofed, and therefore 
it could never be pretended that there was any Practice or 
Cuftom of the Houfe for refufing to admit Parties interefted 
to be heard againft fuch a Bill: That if there had been fuch a 
Cuftom introduced, it ought not to be obferved, efpecially 
when fuch a confiderable Body as the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Common Council of the City of Lexdon, come wirh an 
humble 
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bumble Petition to be heard againft a Bill; which they thought 
would not only be injurious to them in particular, but deftru. 
&tive of the Trade and Commerce of the whole Nation. 

In this Debate there were many Precedents brought by Mr. 
S—y’, Mr.G benny, and Mr, Bewwnm— tlc, where 
the Houfe had received Petitions, and admitted Countel to be 
heard againft Money Bills ; and there were likewife Prece- 
dénts brought by Su WY m Y———ge and Mr. /V’——ui, 
where the fame had been refufed, the reading of which took 
up a great Part of the Day.

Other Petitions vwenth Day of April, a Petition of the 

Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Coun- 
cil of the Town and County of Nottingham, (in Council al- 
fembled) in behalf of themfelves, and the ret of the Mer- 
chants and Tradefmen dealing in Tobacco in the faid Towns 
was preiented to the Houfe, and read, alledeing, that the 
Bill depending in the Houfe for repealing feveral Subfidies, 
and an Impott then payable upon Tobacco. ¥c. would be 
highly prejudicial to them, and encroach on their Liberties 
and Properties, and exprefling their Apprehenfion that he 
ai 
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faid Bill, if paffed into a Law, would fubject them to great 
Opprefiions se Inconveniencies ; by the Officers frequently 
entering their Houfes, and taking Account of their Stocks, 
which fuch Officers might difcover to any others ; by being 
obliged-to feek for, and fend } ermits with their Goods, and 
the Hardfhips thereof with rape to Time; by not beiag al- 
lowed the valuable Liberty of redrefling their Grievances bya 
Jury 3 and by the creat Trouble, Charge, and Lofs of Time 
in weighing their Tobacco at any time required by the Officer, 
and the | -rejudice to their Goods in uncasking and breaking 
them ; and therefore befeeching the Houfe to confider and fa- 
vour their Petition, and prevent the pafling a Law, which 
would 6 any ways deftruétive of the Trade, or dangerous to 
the Liberties of the Petiti oners, which Petition was ” ordered 
to lie upon the Table. 

Immediately after which, a Petition of the principal Inha- 
bitants, and Traders of the ancient and loyal City of Coven- 
try, in behalf of themfelves and the reft of their Fellow Ci- 
tizens, was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; expreffing the 
Apprehenfion of the Petitioners, that the Biull depending in 
that Houfe, for repealing feyeral Subfidies and an Impoft then 
head on Tobacco, Ge, would be prejudicial to the Trade of 


the Nation in general, and of the faid City in particular, and 
alfo Z urious to the Liberties of their fellow Subjects ; and 
therefore praying the Houfe to take the Premifles into Confi- 


ee in, and give the Petitioners fuch Relief therein, as to 
the Houfe thall feem meet. Which Petition was likewife or- 
dered to lie upon the T able. 

The Order of the Day being then read for 
the fecond Reading of the faid Bill, the Serjeant Bid! dropt 
at Aris attending the Houfe was of Courke or- 
hea to go with “the Mace into cfiminfler Hall, and the 
Courts there, and into the Court of Requefts, and the Places 
icant and fummon the Members there to attend the Ser- 
vice of the Houfe ; and he being returned, inftead of reading 
the Bill a fecond time, a Motion was made by Mr, C——r 
of the F ____._ r that the Bill fhould be read a fecond time 
upon the Twelfth Day of ‘Fune then next. Tho’ by this Mo- 
tion it evide itly appeared that the Bill was to be dropt, yet 
fome of the Gentle men who had from the beginning appeared 
ftrenuoufly againft the whole Scheme, were not fatisfy’d with 
letting it drop i in fo eafy a Manner, and therefore they were 
for havi ing it rejected, but this Propofition did not come the 


leneth of a Motion or a Queftion, fo that the firft Motion 
Vor, IV, xX was 
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was agreed to without Oppofition ; and upon the Friday after, 
which was the Day appointed for the Houfe to refolve itfelf 
into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to confider further of 
the moft proper Methods for the better Security and Improve- 
ment of the Duties and Revenues then charged upon, and 
made payable from Tobacco and Wines, it was refolved, that 
the Houfe would upon the 14th Day of ‘fune, then next, re- 
folve itfelf into the faid Committee 118 againft 76: So that 
Part of the Scheme relating to the Duties on Wine was never 
laid before the Houfe. 
There having been great Crowds of 
Rejolutions and People about the Houfe on the 11th of 
Orders againfi Tu- April, and fome of them having behaved 
mults, ina tumultuous Manner, the next Day, 
viz. on the 12th of April, Complaint 
was made to the Houfe by feveral Members, who had voted 
in favour of the Scheme, that a tumultuous Crowd of People 
had been affembled together the Night before, and feveral 
Days during the Seffion, in the Court of Requefts, and othet 
Avenues to that Houfe ; and that they themfelves, and feveral 
other Members of the Houfe had been laft Night, in their Re- 
turn from the Houfe, menaced, infulted, and affaulted, by 4 
tumultuous Crowd of People in the Paflages to the Houfe; 
whereupon it was refolved and declared nemine contradicente; 
iit, ‘That the affaulting, infulting, or menacing any Mem- 
ber of that Houfe, in his coming to, or going from the Houle, 
orupon account of his Behaviour in Parliament, was an high 
[nfringement of the Privilege of that Houfe, a moft outragi- 
ous and dangerous Violation of the Rights of Parliament, 
and an high Crime and Mifdemeanor. ad, That the affem- 
bling and coming of any Number of j erfons in a riotous, tu- 
multuous, and diforderly Manner to that Houfe, in order €i- 
ther to hinder or promote the paffing of any Bill, or other 
Matter depending before the Houfe, was an hich Infringe- 
ment of the Privilege of that Houfe, was defructive of the 
Freedom and Conftitution of Parliament, and an high Crime 
and Mifdemeanor. 3d, That the inciting and encouraging 
any Number of Perfons to come in a riotous, tumultuous, 
and diforderly Manner to the Houfe, in order either to hin- 
der or promote the pafling of any Bill, or other Matter depend- 
ing before the Houfe, was an high Infringement of the Privi- 
lege of that Houfe, deftrudtive of the Freedom and Contti- 
tution of Parliament, and an high Crime and Mifdemeanor.

he late Lord Shafisbury, in one of his Effays, afferts 
yc Ridicule is the fureft Telt of Truth and real orth ; be- 
caufe it will never hold, where it is not juft; and inftead of 
wounding the Objeé?, recoils upon the Author. Wit and 
Humour can only difcover and difplay Ridicule, but can- 
not create it; and tho’, perhaps, the Difcovery was not 
very obvious, yet when once made, the Truth of it muft 
ftrike every body, or it will pleafe nobody. 

Contempt and Ridicule are very near a-kin, with this Dif- 
ference only, that a Man may be very contemptible, with- 
out being ridiculous, but cannot be very ridiculous, without 
being contemptible ; : Contempt arifine from a Privation of good 
Qua ities; Ridicule from an Affectation of them, No Man 
IS ree diculous, tho’ he may be contemptible, for being really 
what he is; but for thinking himfelf, or endeavouring to 
be thought, what he is not, and cannot be. Thus a Fool, 
ora Bly khead, is only contemptible, whilft he confines him- 
elf Within his own Dominions of Tgnorance and Dullnefs ; 
but if he prefumes to ftep into the Regions of Wit or 
Lea arning, he immediately becomes ridiculous into the Rar- 
fain; and thus a Fellow of eminent Incapacity and illibcral 
AONE who pretends to But inefs, or Politenefs, rifes 

rom a folid Object of Contempt into a fhining one of Ri- 
dicu] a 

ip The greater the Diftance between the rea/ and the affeé?cd 

<ualificati tons, the ttronger is the Contraft, and the higher 
the Ridicule, The Afi in the Lyan’s 8: 7 was much more 
ridiculous than he would have been, if he had contented 
himfelf with afluming the Kindred Appearance of an Fiorfe. 
In that Cloathing, the Leneth of his Ears, and the Flim- 
finefs of his Tail, might poflibly have efcaped all but nicer 
Obfervation. This will ever be the Cafe of thofe, who, 


being formed by Nature for the meaneft Funétions of Life, 
abfurdly 
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abfurdly aim, and fometimes unaccountably arrive at the 
greateft. Then Ridicule appears in its higheft Meridian. The 
Deformity of a Beau, the Petulance of a Coxcomb, the Ig- 
norance of a Pedant, and the Cowardice of a Bully, furnith 
only Entertainment and Laughter to private Circles, and 
particular Coteries; but the impenetrable Head and the por. 
terly Manners of 2 State/man and a Courtier are glaring Ob. 
jects of national and univerfal Mirth, There Ridtcule feems 
enthroned, and adorned with all her Luftre. 

It is certain, there are fome People born fo much below 
the reft of their Species, that it is rzdtculous, and even pre- 
fumptuous in them to imitate, or rather mimick the Aétions 
of the common Run of Mankind. I once knew a Man 
fo formed by Nature for Dirt and i/] Manners, that they al- 
moft became him; and he grew ridiculous, by putting on 
Civility and clean Linnen., 

Dr, South remarks, that many a Man hath run his Head 
(as he calls it) unfucce/ifully againft a PuLPIT, who might 
have done his Country good Service ata PLouGH-TAatIL. If 
this Obfervation holds true in the Church, as it certainly 
does, it is not lefs fo inthe State ; where we have fometimes 
feen the Country endangered by the Heads of thofe, who were 
by Nature intended to have improved it with their Hands. 

Let us fuppofe Men, born with Talents below the Vulgar, 
and thofe puzzled and perplexed; not improved by a labo- 
rious Application, but like dirty Puddles grow more muddy 
by ftirring ; advanced to high Stations only by Birth, or fome 
whimfical Concurrence of Circumftances ; rather bewildered 
in the Mazes, than engaged in the Difpatch of Bufinefs, 
wallowing in Papers, of which they neither comprehend the 
Subftance, nor underftand the Language; whofe bodily 
Hurry in vain endeavours to compenfate the Sluggifhnefs of 
their Minds ; whofe Eloquence is only a Profufion of mif- 
placed and unconne&ted Words ; and whofe Politenefs con- 
iifts in the Vehemence of a ruftick and ungentlemanly Ad- 
drefs ; ———— when /uch People pretend to the Conduét of 
Affairs, the Dignity of Employments, or the good Breeding 
of a Court, they become the Objects of univerfal Contempt 
and Ridicule ; their high Pofts are a Sort of political Pillory 
to Them, which invites Paffengers, without farther Enquiry; 
t club their rotten Egg, and their Lump of Dirt at Heads 
fo ridiculoufly exalted and expofed. 

his is Not the worft. They are not only the Caufe of 
national Virth, but of national Misfortunes too. The Ad- 
miniftration, 
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miniftration, which they fhare, finks into Contempt; grows 
ufelefs at beft, but commonly dangerous, All they do hath 
a Taint of Ridicule in it, and wants a certain Comelinefs and 
Dignity, which is always neceflary to carry on publick Mea- 
fures with Succefs. Men who can miftake themfelves fo 
grofly, are not only capable of miftaking moft other Things 
as much, but rather incapable of not miftaking every Thing. 
Where they mean to ftrike Zerror, they create Aé/irth, 
Harmlefi Squadrons convey their Threats, and /lent Cannons 
proclaim their Glory. M©i/taken Intere/ts are the Bafis of 
their Negotiations, and inevitable War the neceflary and 
immediate Confequence of their Treaties of Peace. 

Machiavel, and all the political Writers, lay it down for a 
Maxim, that nothing worfe can happen to a Government, 
than to be turned into Ridicule, or to fink into Contempt. 
In fuch a Cafe, it can have no Weight abroad, nor any 
Strength at home. Men of Senfe and Charaéter will not 
embarque, under the Conduét of fuch Pilots, but take Care 
to keep difengaged from the Crew. ‘This puts the final 
Stamp of Contempt and Ridicule upon them ; which after- 
wards paffes current with the reft of Mankind, and becomes 
the Fafhion to fuch a Degree, that the People are afhamed 
not to join in the Sentence, tho’ they are often ignorant of 
the Fact. 

An Adminiftration, in fuch fhameful Circumftances, can- 
not fubfift long ; but efpecially if, by an uncommon Fatality, 
fome Members of it join the publick Hatred to the publick 
Contempt acquired by the others. It muft then inevitably 
and immediately yield to the feldom united Attacks of natio- 
nal Ridicule and national Odium. 

There is always a ftrange Awkwardnefs in a Government 
fo framed and circumftantiated. One fees a lazy, reluctant 
Cooperation in all the fubordinate Parts of it. Szme difcover 
the Confcioufnefs of their Shame, by a filent Difcontent and 
a furly Concurrence. Others hope to leflen it, by a frank 
Confeifion, and pleading their Necefiities like Debtors, who 
skulk within the Verge, and fhelter themfelves under the 
Privilege of a Court ; but all impatiently wait to be relieved 
from their opprobious or ridiculous Servitude. 

I cannot conclude, without congratulating my Country 
and my Countrymen, that this is not our Cafe. On the 
Contrary, our happy Adminiftration is fo admirably confti- 
tuted, the feveral Parts fo artiftly forted, and fo clofely ce- 
Mented, that, like a choice Piece of Mofaick, it prefents 
you 
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you all together with the perfect Images of Popularity and 
Dignity; and I hope it may be faid, without the leatt Suf- 
picion of Adulation, than our PRESENT MINIstTRy is g 
Minifiry without a PRECEDENT.

Ccording to the Advices we have from Vienna, the 
Emperor will by no Means hear of the Neutrality of- 
ae DY France for the Auftrian Ne! therlands, 

The Fate of Count Daun, Governor General of the 
Dutchy of Adi/an, if the Accounts we have concerning it be 
to be depended on, is very extraordinary. At his return to 
the Oar of Vienna, the Emperor, it is faid, not only re- 
fufed to fee him, and difpoffefled him of his Government ; 
but without allowing him to juftify his Conduct, banifhed 
him to the Diftance of 15 German Miles (60 Eugli/b) from 
the Court. He is accufed of having fuffered the King of 
Sardinia to buy 30,000 Sacks of Corn in the AZilanefe, at 
a time when he ought to have been watchful of every Step 
taken by that Monarch, But may it not be asked, in Al- 
leviation of his Crime; whether he alone was de coed in the 
Meafures taken by that King ? And how that Dutchy, at this 
perilous Time, came to be without Troops, Ammunition, 
and Marazines? —To a want of thefe, the Lofs is chiefly 
attributed. If it can, indeed, be proved that he has been 
fupplied with Money to furnifh thefe things, and has mif- 
applied it, he has deferved his Fate. 

We mentioned in our laft from Germany, that the Troops 
to be furnifhed by the Circles, for the Imperial Service, 
amount to 40,000 Men; but we are fince informed they 
come to 48,000, and that the Repartition is as follows. 
The Emre himfelf, as Archduke of Aufiria, 16,000, 
Franconia, 10,000, Suabia, 8000, the Upper Rhine, 6000, 
and the Lower Rhine, 8000, 

We have no Account from Dre/den, fince the Departure 

of King a ee He has taken the Rout we mentioned 
in our laft, but travels fo flowly, that it is uncertain when 
he will enter the Kingdom of ‘Poland.

‘The Nobility ap- 
pear on Horfeback, in Favour of King Stani/laus almoft 
throughout the Kingdom, and itis faid, that this Monarch 
waits for an Account of their being united in a Body, to 
place himfelf at the Head of them. The Vanguard of the 
Saxon Troops, are indeed entered the Pe/i/h Dominions, but 
halt on the Frontiers, as if doubtful whether their King, 
with the Remainder of their Army, would follow, which if 
they fhould not, thofe which are there have but a fhort 
March, in all Events, back again into the Jmperial Domi- 
nions.

We believe we need not tell our Readers, that no Mortal 
ever reported any thing dike this, befides the Vi/lain who 
wrote thefe Verfes. He goes on to fay, that the Doétor 
was deified in the BEE, and that bine tHus Canonized 
by Mr. BUDGELL or BUDGE, every Body muf? allow that 
be died like SocRATES; That the ATHENIANS had made 
SocRATES Divine THUS, OF after the fame //anner.
